This is a clean, problem-free coin that 
shows no distracting marks. The fields have a hint of semi- 
prooflikeness as usual and, also as usual, the strike is 
somewhat ill-defined on the highpoints of the design.

451 PCGS 1878 AU 50. Evidence of light circulation in the fields, 
the surfaces are clean for the grade and there is a hint of light 
reddish color throughout.

Sharply defined throughout, there is a very 
deep outlining of reddish-russet patina around the devices and 
in the reverse fields. 

472 PCGS 1857 AU 58. Sharply struck with bright yellow-gold 
surfaces. 

473 PCGS 1858 AU 50. Above-average condition for this elusive 
issue, one of just 15,136 pieces minted. Very well struck with 
considerable luster intact. Trends $2,150. 

474 PCGS 1859 AU 55. Conditionally scarce in AU or better, this 
piece has sparkling prooflike fields and is fully struck. Trends 
$ 2 , 100 . 

475 NGC 1860 MS 62. Elusive in all grades with only 19,763 
pieces minted, the '60-P is prohibitively rare above XF. This 
coin is tied for second finest certified, being bettered only by a 
single NGC MS 63. Well struck in general with bright fields 
that show a curious, but pleasing, mixture of semi- 
prooflikeness and cartwheel luster. Minimally abraded for the 
grade. Trends $5,250 in MS 60. 

476 ANACS 1861 AU 55. 

477 NGC 1861 MS 61. Full strike. 

478 PCGS 1865 AU 53. An extremely rare date in the half eagle 
series with a mintage of only 1,270 business strikes. With such 
a miniscule production it comes as no surprise that AU coins 
are rare. Indeed, '65 half eagles are rare in any grade. This 
piece is the second finest certified, being bettered only by an 
NGC MS 61. Well struck in most areas, there is a slight 
overlay of reddish color in the fields. For pedigree purposes, 
there is a near vertical scratch on the neck of Liberty and 
small chatter in the left obverse field. An extremely important 
offering of this rarely seen Civil War issue. Trends $6,100 in

Rare in all grades, almost all known 
examples of the '71-CC five are in the Fine to Very Fine grade 
range with XF pieces being conditionally rare. This is a choice 
coin for the grade with bright yellow-gold surfaces that show 
only a couple of minor obverse field marks. A bit weakly 
struck on the eagle's neck, the other design details are quite 
well defined.

481 NGC 1872 MS 64. With a mintage of only 1,660 pieces it is not 
surprising that the 1872 five is a rare coin in all grades. A 


small number of uncirculated pieces turned up in 1958, and 
this piece is obviously from that small hoard, such pieces being 
characterized by somewhat prooflike fields.

483 NGC 1877 AU 55. An extremely rare date half eagle, only 
1,132 business strikes were produced in this year. Most are no 
better than XF. This is a select example that has sparkling 
prooflike fields and is very well struck on both sides. There are 
a couple of larger, more noticeable, abrasions in the obverse 
fields, but the reverse is noteworthy for its clean surfaces. A 
rare coin and a rare opportunity also to purchase such a 
significant piece.

484 NGC 1878 MS 60. Fully lustrous but slightly bagmarked. 
Slightly scarcer issue in mint state. Trends $975.

486 PCGS 1879-S AU 55. Moderately abraded and temptingly 
close to mint, state, a grade level at which it becomes decidedly 
scarce.

A common date in the No Motto series, 
this piece shows numerous tiny abrasions scattered across the 
surfaces with strong central striking details.
